Selon le P. André Girouard,

In an intellectual stamped unprecedented in the annals of Laurenlian, almost 
three hundred first-year students swarmed over the brand-new, dazzling, mud-infested 
campus last week.

ILL OMEN FOR LAURENTIAN? 

At the recent congress held at York University, three Quebec 
universities withdrew from the Canadian Union of Students, The 
universities of Laval, Sherbrooke, and Montreal have subsequently 
announced their Intention of forming a corresponding organization, 
. restricted to Quebec, called l'Union Générale des Etudiants de 
Québec (UGEQ), Spokesmen for the student governments of the 
three universities cited among reasons for the split the fact that 
the present structure of CUS does not serve u French*Canadian 
needs". Their principal concern seemed to be that their position 
in CUS it that of a "suppressed minority'* {in spite of the fact that 
CUS had earlier given the French universities half the seats on 
its board of governors, even though only one-fifth of the members 
of CUS arc French), 

Meanwhile, the CUS executive claimed that the break had 
strengthened rather than weakened the organization, by permitting 
a measure of unanimity never before possible among Us members- 
Judging from the relatively small decrease in numbers involved 
in the Quebec withdrawal, it would seem apparent that this 
confidence is justified. In an organization of 125,000/ members, 
the loss of 25,000 need not be fatal 

This latest indication of the growing enthusiasm for separatism 
among the French universities of Quebec has several important 
ramifications, apart from the question of the survival of the CUS, 
By "separatism", we do not mean "largo S" Separatism or the 
RiLN., F.L.Q ,, el al„ but rather the currently popular trend in 
Quebec to withdraw from everything in sight which require a 
measure of co-opera lion or compromise. Of course, the UGEQ's 
complaints against the CUS may be partly justified; perhaps even 
their defection is justified, if only on the grounds that (as the 
French schools argue) the respective interests of English and 
French are so different that they must be pursued in completely 
different frameworks. This argument may or may not have some 
merits; but Laurentian, as a bilingual university, is unconditionally 
committed to the opposite position. 

Laurentian University is itself an experiment in the proposition 
that English and French, with similar goals and similar opportuni- 
ties, can live and work together. Obviously, such an experiment can 
never be an unqualified success, There arc bound to be certain 
areas of conflict, as our own experience reaffirms almost every 
day. Plans and actions of the French students are frequently 
opposed or thwarted by conflicting actfons on the part of the 
English, and vice-versa. There can be no denying that the S.G.À., 
with its English majority on the council, and with mostly English 
students heading its various committees, docs not give the French 
a proportionately influential voice in student affairs. This situation 
has existed for at least the last two years, and partly accounts for 
the formation, last year, of the A.E.U.C*F.N,0. (Association des 
Etudiants Canadiens - français du Nord • Ontario), The founders 
of the Â,E*U. were quick to point out that the new organization 
was not intended to compete with or perform any of the duties of 
the S.G.A. But this disclaimer is disturbingly similar to those 
now being made on behalf of the U,G,E,Q, in Quebec. 

In the same manner as the break-up of the C.U.S,, the Lauren- 
tian student body has for the past few years been slowly but surely 
drifting towards some form of separatism. Lines of division is 
bound to occur at the administrative level. The tendency towards 
non-co-operation will undoubtedly continue to grow until virtually 
every aspect of student life will be split along ethnic lines, 

The students of Laurentian must make every effort to avoid 
this split. If Laurentian is an experiment in "biculturalism", it 
is at least our duty to try to bring the experiment to a successful 
conclusion. The lessons provided by the collapse of the C«U.S M 
and indeed by comparable schisms on the national level, must bo 
absorbed and applied. If we cannot reach some sort of successful 
co-existence through compromise and constructive action P then a 
lot of time and effort will have been wasted.

The sales arc part of the World 
University Service, an organiza- 
tion which was set up by uni- 
versity faculty members in va- 
rious countries after World War 
I, to assist students. 

Niello work from Thailand, 
ivory and silks from India, 
mother of pearl from Jordan, 
Turkish coffee sets from Yugo- 
slavia, Mantillas from Spain, 
poison rings from Egypt, "Wife 
Leaders" from Barbados are 
some of the exotic gifts which 
can be bought at Treasure Van*, 

The Treasure Van itself has 
been in existence only since 1952. 
It was the brain child of a cou- 
rageous and enterprising Cana- 
dian, Ethel Mulvaney. As a mem- 
ber of the Red Cross in India for 
many years, Mrs. Mulvaney had 
the idea of buying Indian crafts 
and selling them in Canada, The 
profits were given to the Indian 
government for famine relief. 

In 1952, the National Commit- 
tee of the World University Ser- 
vice met at McGill University. 
It occurred to Mrs, Mulvaney 
that the same idea could work 
with universities. The sales start- 
ed originally as the "India Sale", 
and since then, the committee 
of the Treasure Van has added 
a new country each year. Today 
there are some 20 countries par- 
ticipating 

Where possible, the buying is 
done directly. However, this is 
not always feasible, and the com- 
mittee has its own brokers in 
the countries Involved. The com- 
mittee tries to visit the country 
for its initial selection. 

The four - fold aim of Trea- 
sure Van: to develop an interest 
In the work of native craftsmen 
in dlSferent parts of the world: 
to enable these craftsmen to 
raise their standard of living by 
providing a market for their 
goods; to draw attention to the 
international activities of W.U.- 
S.C. and to raise funds to pro- 
mote the work of W.U.S.C.
